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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 06/09/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Although the patent to Rosenquist et al. (US 6,353,046) shows that the 
melt flow does not change appreciably when KPFBS is added to a blend of 
polycarbonate and cyclic siloxane, there is no indication that this applies to a 
combination of any other salt with polycarbonate and cyclic siloxane. As a matter of 
fact, in column 3, lines 10-14, the ('046) Patent states, that the synergistic interaction of 
fire retardants is not observed when KPFBS is replaced with KSS. Accordingly, the 
rejections of claims 1-4, 6-1 2 and 14-17 are maintained, while the rejection of claim 5 is 
changed to an objection. Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
